Tired of Demonstrations by 


Suffragettes In London 


MY 
ARRESTS ARE MADE 


"Volunteers For Dangerous Duty" En- 


deavor to Gain Access to Premier 


Aaquith, but Are Prevented—Eight 


Women Who Refuse to Pay Fines 


Are Sent to Prison For Terms Rang- 


ing From Two Weeks to a Month 


London, Feb. 19.—Twice Thursday 


the 
suffragettes 
representing 
the 


Women's Freedom league 
failed to 


reach Premier Asquith to present to 
him the resolution adopted by that 
body for a continuation of the military 
propaganda for suffrage. 


Six'y or more "volunteers for dan- 


gerous duty" came into conflict with 
ths police on Downing street, -where 
squads of police, mounted and 
on 


foot, had been drawn up, 
and 
the 


clash, resulted in the rovigh handling 
of many women and the 
arrest 
o[ 


twenty-four of them. 


Again last night, when the session 


of parliament was well under way, a 
contingent led by Mrs. Despard at- 
tempted to gain access to the premier, 
but the police barred the way. 
The 


women refused to budge, 
insisting 


upon their right to enter the build- 
Ins, although no serious disturbance 
occurred. 
Finally Mrs. Despard and 


several of the others were placed un- 
der arrest. 


Eight women were fined Thursday, 


but they refused to pay the fines and 
were sent to prison for terms ranging 
from two weeks to a month. 
Most of 


the women engaged in the disturb- 
ance were from Glasgow, Manchester, 
Birmingham 
and elsewhere in the 


provinces. 
With the 
exception 
of 


Mrs. Despard, those 
prominent In 


suffrage movement held themselves 
aloof, but, as it is the expressed in- 
tention of the women to continue their 
campaign without intermission, the 
other leaders are likely to be heard 
from at any moment. 
They declare 


that they will not yield in their set 
determination to exhaust every means 
to c'-iinp-el the- govorr.ment to concede 
their demands. 


The demonstrations so 
far 
have 


been less riotous and 
briefer than 


some of those on former occasions, 
because nowadays the police are al- 
ways well-prepared, but it is evident 
that the authorities are becoming tired 
of these affairs and they show less 
patience and forbearance 
in 
dealing 


with the recalcitrants. 


Last night's demonstration, how- 


ever, was of a comparatively orderly 
and quiet character. 
Mrs. Despard 


asked the police inspector to be al- 
lowed to carry the resolution to As- 
quith. 
The inspector politely advised 


her to send it by mail. 
He also of- 


fered to take It in himself, but Mrs. 
Despard insisted upon a personal in- 
terview. 
As the chief delegate re- 


fused to depart she- was, with several 
others who were

senate after a stormy debate during 
which Senator Penrose, in charge of 
the measure, made an angry attack 
upon Senator Lafollette, who had en- 
tered upon a general criticism of sen- 
ate committees because of what he 
termed their unwarrantable delay in 
reporting great appropriation bills. 


Mr. 
Lafollette eluded the 
senate 


with permitting a glut of important 
legislation to be disposed of in haste 
during the last clays of the congress, 
and suggested that it would be no 
calamity if all of these bills were not 
acted upon in the regular session, say-, 
ing -that a reorganization o£ commit- 
tees would allow the special session 
to consider them and other important 
legislation. 


In the middle of his speech Pen- 


rose interrupted to 
ask 
Lafollette 


whether "he was delivering his regu- 
lar lecture," adding that he thought 
he had heard it all before. 


Mr. Latollette chided 
the senate 


with having put off interstate com- 
merce legislation for nine years and 
having delayed the pure food law sev- 
enteen years by applying the same 
methods against which he was con- 
tending. 
At this point Mr. Penrose 


arose and, glaring across the chamber 
at the senator from Wisconsin, said 
loudly: 


"I shall not sit silent in my seat 


when misstatements 
are 
made 
or 


claptrap statesmanship is attempted 
here, 
f charge that the senator from 


Wisconsin had been on the committee 
on census and during his service on 
that committee has failed to attend 
a single meeting of it. 
He is on the 


committee on claims and has only at- 
tended its meetings once or twice in 
all his service and that attendance 
was only to bring to bring up some 
trivial claim; he is on the committee 
of pensions, which has one of the 
fargest appropriation bills pending be- 
fore congress every; year, and he has
